Copy of a letter from Major General St. Clair, to 
the Secretary for the Department of War. 
Fort Wajaington, Nov. 9, 1791. 
STR, 

YESTERDAY afternoon the remains of the 
army under my command got back to this place, 
and { have now the painful talk to give you an ac- 
count of as warm, and as unfortunate an ation as 
almoit any that has been fought, in which every 
corps was engaged and worfted, except the firit 
regiment, that had beea detached upon a fervice 
I had the honear to inform you of in my laft dif- 
patch, and had now joined me. 

On the 34 init. the army had reached a creck 
about twelve yards wide running to the fouthward 
of welt, which | believe to have been the river Sc. 
Mary, that empties from the Miami of the lake, 
arrived at the village about 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, having marched near nine miles, and were 
immediately encamped upon a very commanding 
piece of ground in two lines, having the above- 
mentioned creek in front, the right wing compo- 
fed of Butler’s, Clark’s, aod Patterion’s batta- 
lions commanded by Major-General Butler form- 
ed the firit line, and the left wing confifted of Be- 
dinger’s and Gaither’s battalions, and the fecond 
regiment commanded by Colonel Drake formed 
the fecond line, with an interval between them of 
about twenty yards, which was all the ground 
wosld allow. 

The richt flank was pretty well fecored by the 
creek, atteep bank, aod Faulkener’s corps, fome 
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of the cavalry and their picquets covered the left 
fank—the militia were thrown over the creek and 
advanced about one quarter of a mile, and en- 
camped in the fame order; there were a few In- 
dians who appeared on the oppolite fide of the 
creek, but fled with the utmoit precipitation on 
the advance of the militia ; at this place, which ! 
judged to be about 15 miles from the Miami vil- 
lage, I bad determined to throw up a flight work, 
the plan of which was concerted that evening with 
Major Fergufon, wherein to have depoficed the 
men’s knapiacks and every thing elle that was not 
of abfoluce neceflity, and to have moved on to at- 
tack the enemy as foo as the firit regiment was 
come up, bat they did mot permit me to execate 
either, for on the 4th, about half an hour before 
fun rife, and when che men had been juit difmiffed 
from the parade, (for it wasa conitant practice for 
to have them all under arms a confiderabie time 
before day-light) an attack was made upon the 
militia; thofe gave way ina very litle ume, and 
rufhed into camp, through Major Butler’s batta- 
lion, which, together with part of Clark’s they 
threw into confiderable dilorder, @imd which, not- 
withitanding the exertions of both thofe officers, 
was never altogether remedied, the Indians fol- 
lowed clofe to their heels ; the fire, however, of 
the front line checked them, but a!moit inflanta- 
neoully a heavy attack began upon that line, and 
in a few minutes it was extended to the fecond 
likewife; the great weight of it was directed a- 
gaintthe centre where the artillery was placed, 
aod from which the men were repeatediy driven 
with great flaughter ; finding no great effc& trom 
cur fire, and confufion beginning to fpread from 
the great number of men who were falling in ail 
quarters, it became neceflary to try what could be 
done by the bayonet. Ms 

Lieut. Col. Darke was accordingly ordered to 
make a charge, with a part of the fecond line, and 
to tra the left flank of the enemy. This was 
executed with great fpirit. The Indians in- 
ftantly gave way, and were Criven back three or” 
four hundred yards: but for want of a fufficient, 
number of riflemen to purfue this advantage, they 
foon returned and the troops were obliged to give 
back in their turn. At this moment, they had 
entered our camp by the left flank, having purfu> 
ed back the troops that were pofted there, . ; 

Another charge was made here by the fetond re- 
giment, Dutler’s andClark’s battalions, with equal 
effect, and it was repeated feveral times, and al- 
ways with fuccefs—but in all of them many men 
were loft, and particularly the officers, which with 
fome raw troops, was a lofs altogether irremedia- 
ble. Inthat I juft {poke of, made by the fecond 
regiment, an? Butler’s battalion, Major Butler 
was dangeroufly wounded, and every officer of the 
fecond regiment fell, except three, one of which, 
Mr. Greaton, was thot chrough the body. 

Our artillery being now filenced, and all the 
officers killed, except Captain Ford, who was 

Cbadly wounded, more than half of the army fal- 
len, being cut off from the road, it beceme ne- 
ceffary to attempt the regaining it, and to make 
a retreat if poffible. ‘To this purpofe, the re- 
mains of the army was formed as well as circum- 
ftances would admit, towards the right of the en- 
campment; from which, by the way of the fecond 
line, another charge was made upon the enemy, 
as if with the defign to turn their fank—but, in 
fa&, to gain the road: this was effected; and as 
foon as it was open, the militia took along it, 
followed by the troops—Major Clark, with bis 
battalion covering the rear. 

The retreat, in thofe circumftances, was, (you 
may be fure) a very precipitate one.—lIt was in 
fa& a flight. The camp and the artillery were 
abandoned, but that was anavoidable, for not a 
horfe was left alive to have drawn it off, had it 


ful part of the -bufinefs, is, that the greateft part 
of the men threw away their arms and accouire- 
meots, even after the purfuit, which continued a- 
bout four miles, had ceafed. 

The route continued quite to Fort Jefferfon, 
twenty nine miles, which was reached a little af- 
ter fun fetting. 

The attion began about a half an hour before 
fun-rife, and the retreat was attemtped at half an 
hour after nine o’clock. 

I have not yet been able to get returns of the 
killed and wounded, but Major-General Butler ; 
Lieutenant Colonel Oldham, of the militia, Major 
Fergufon, Major Hart, aad Major Clark, are 
among the former. Col, Sargent my Adjutant- 
General, Lieut. Colone! Gibion, Major Butler, 
and the Vifcount Malerite who ferved meas Aid- 
de-Camp, among the latter, and a great number 
of Captains and Subalterns in both. 

Taking a view of the fituation of the broken 
troops at Fort Jefferfon, and that there were no 
provifions in the fort I called on the fieid ofhcers, 
viz. Lieut. Col. Darke, Major Hamirack, Major 
Zeigler, and Major Gaither, together with the 
Adjutant General, for their advice what would 
be proper further to be done ; and it was their 
unanimous opinion, that the addition of the frit 
regiment uabroken as it was, did not pat the ar- 
my on fo refpectable a footing as it was in the 
morning, becauie a great part cf it was now ua- 
armed—that it had been then found unequal to the 
enemy, and, fhould they come on, which was pro- 
bable, would be found fo again that the troops 
could not be thrown into the tort, both becaule it 
was two fmall, and that there were no provilions 
in it. 

That provifions were known to be upon the road 
_at the diftance of one or at the moit two marches, 
that therefore it would be proper to move without 
lofs of time to meet the provifions, when the men 

might have the fooner an opportunity of fame re- 
.frethment, and that a proper detachment might be 
feot back with it, to have it fafely depofited in the 
fort. This advice was accepted, and the army 


“was putin motion again at ten o'clock, and march- 


ed all night, and tne fucceding day met witha 

ERitiey of flour, part of it was diftribured imme- 
dyaigly, part taken back to fupply the army on 

“the march to Fort Hamilton, and the remainder 
about fifty horfe loads, fent forward to Fort Jef- 
ferfon. The next day a drove of cattle was met 
with for the fame place; and I have information 
that both gotin. The wounded who had been left 
at that place, were ordered to be brought here by 
the return of the horfes. 

I have faid fir, in a former part of this letter, 
that we were overpowerd by numbers; of that 
however, I have no other evidence: but the 
weight of the fire, which was alwaysa moft dead- 
ly one, and generally delivered from the ground, 
few of theenemy thewing themfelves a foot, ex- 
cept when they were charged, and thatin a few 
minutes our whole camp, which extended above 
three hundred and fifty yards in length, was en- 
tirely furrounded and attacked on al! quarters. 

The lofs, Sir, the public has fuftained, by the 
fall of fo many officers, particularly General But- 
Jer and Major Fergufon, cannot be too much re- 
gretted ; but it is a circumftance that will allevi- 
ate the misfortune in fome meafure, that all of them 
fell moft gallantly doing their duty. I have had 
very particular obligations to many of them, as 
well as to the furvivors ; but to none more than to 
Colonel Sergeant. He has dilcharged the various 
duties of his office, with zeal, with exaétnefs, and 
with intelligence ; and on all occafions afforded me 
every afliftance in his power; which | have alfo 
received from my Aid-de-camp, Lieut. Denny, 
and the Vifcount Malertic, who ferved with me in 
the ftation as a volunteer.
